superior weight of men and metal. Their 
most decisive superiority has been in their 
powerful and plentiful mechanical equip­ 
ment, especially the big tanks mounting can­ 
non along with machine guns. 
The Italians have merely gone along with 
the Germans, toing rescued at the last mo­ 
ment by Hitler's legions from complete de­ 
moralization and surrender to Britain. They 
are now merely a subordinate branch of the 
German army, armed and provisioned by 
Hitler and given a modest share in his con­ 
quests. 
Tile British, according to the information 
attainable, seem to have outfought the Nazis 
man for man on every front where they have 
met, losing ground only in tights where they 
w eir overwhelmed by German numbers and 
equipment and winning battles when condi­ 
tions weir anywhere near equal. Front all 
jmrts of the empire they have proved them­ 
selves courageous and resourceful lighting 
men, more adaptable to new conditions jind 
situations than their opponents. 
It is evident that the British may be ex­ 
pected to wage war with steadily growing 
effectiveness as they marshal stronger forces 
and obtain totter fighting equipment from 
the United States.

H ealth and fitness is the most Im portant m atter 
in the lives of us all, not only in days of world 
upactm ent but at all times.

by the two fam ily names for one 
year less than two centuries. 
These farm s extend along the 
W allkill Valley around a stone 
homestead built in 1742 just ,be- 
Ayond the village of New Paltz by 
v ja n LeFevre, son of Simon Le- 
Fevre, one of the patentees of 
the original purchase. 
Governor Praises 
In his citation which enrolled 
the three farm families as mem- 
^ ^ b e rs of Century Farm s and Farm - 
TR, Governor Lehman pointed out: 
‘These three 
farm s 
comprising 
330 acres are historically one, and 
the families representing them and 
now standing before you, are es­ 
sentially one family. While some 
are LeFevre and others DuBois, 
• the two fam ilies through many in­ 
ter-m arriages are now so united 
as to be one stock, and their 
unity is not merely of blood, but 
of understanding and affection as 
well." 
The three families honored be­ 
fore the New' York S tate Agricul­ 
tural Society by the citation last 
January are those of Solomon Le­ 
Fevre. Raymond V. O. DuBois and 
David J. DuBois. 
The original homestead is on 
the property operated as a dairy 
and poultry farm by Raymond V'. 
O. DuBois and is occupied by an 
employe of the farm. Mr. DuBois 
and family occupy a more modern 
house a few hundred feet north 
of the original structure. He also 
raises some apples and grapes. 
Solomon LeFevre who leases the 
other tw’o farm properties lives 
on the farm nearest New Paltz 
in a fram e house known as "F or­ 
est Glen," w hich was built 90 years 
ago. Mr. LeFevre now does little 
farming and raises several acres 
of hay on his farm. 
David J. DuBois, who combines 
dairying and fruit farm ing lives 
in a house built IOO years ago to 
replace

Steadily Throughout U. S. 


N E W Y O R K —Education and vo­ 
cational training to rehabilitate in­ 
mates 
of 
American 
prisons 
has 
swept through the country in the last 
year, transforming many into virtual 
schools, tccording to a report of 
the American Prison assort, lion. 


Out of 136 national and state prison 
institutions, the survey said. 123 uti­ 
lize educational training as an in­ 
tegral part of their systems today. 
Three-quarters of them give expert 
vocational training to inmates a* 
well. 


Forty-four state prisons, with a 
combined population of 86,367. report­ 
ed 15.623 inmates attending part-time 
schools, and 6.7611 attending fulltime. 
Seventeen state reformatories with 
17,524 inmates had 4,728 in part­ 
time and 3.427 in full time school, 
the survey showed. 
Nearly half the 
inmates were using their idle time 
to train for gainful employment when 
they are free.
